(a) PROHIBITION.—No member of the Armed Forces 3

or civilian employee of the Department of Defense may 4

display a flag other than an approved flag in any work 5

place, common access area, or public area of the Depart-6

ment of Defense. 7

(b) APPROVED FLAG.—In this section, the term ‘‘ap-8

proved flag’’ means any of the following: 9

(1) The American flag. 10

(2) The flag of a State or of the District of Co-11

lumbia.

  (1) The American flag. 
  (2) The flag of a State or of the District of Columbia. 
  (3) A military service flag.
  (4) A General Officer flag.

  (6) A Senior Executive Service and Military department specific flag.
